In a good 
animal this up-growing Iiair will bo 
short, fine, and soft, while tho skin cov- 
ered by it, including that of tho uddor, 
will be thin, oleaginous and soft, like a 
kid glove. And if the cow gives good 
milk, this skin will havo a rich golden 
hue.
